'He enjoys the freshness of man- 
hood, and with hia large ability he baa 
splendid judgment, popular social qual- 
ities and a faultless record.

Since the death of ex-Proeident Arthur 


theie have been n good many comoieutB 
made on what some choose tu oall "& 
sudden and singular change in the char- 
acter ot the man immediately upon bis 
elevation to the presidency." There ar« 
some who attribute the success ot Mr. 
Arthur to a conversion which he exper- 
,enced at the lima of Mr. Garfleld's death, 
for, they argue, that previous to that time 
ae had never shown cuy of the remark- 
able traits ot character which gave him 
so much honor, while ha filled the office 
of president. 


With this idea in mind, Lieutenant 


Governor Shum.au, editor of the Chicago 
Journal, made this comment on Mr. 
Arthur, at the time of his death. 


With this record, the grarest appre- 


hensions were felt when he became Pres- 
ident st the death ot Garfleld. But he 
disappointed alike tbe tuara of the best 
men and the hopes of tbe worst men in 
tbo country. He rose to tbe fuUmeaiaro 
ot the dignity and responsibilities ot the 
office. 
The ohinge in his character or 


policies cannot be compared to that in 
.Prince Hal, when he became King Henry 
V., bur it was as extreme and ea wel- 
come, fle was a thoroughly clean and 
pure man in office, tie instituted needed 
reforms. 
Ho banished some scandul 


from'the administration ot affairs. 
He 


dismissed 
his disreputable followers, 


He gratified no old revenges; bo patted 
none ot his old favorites. He was not a 
partisan. Ho became a president o£ the 
whole people, and his administration has 
been excelled by none in the history of 
the country Cor its elevation, its honesty 
of purpose and ib fidelity to the public 
good. 


In answer to this handsome tiibute to 


Mr. Arthur, a well known public man ot 
Iowa, said: "It is probable that all his- 
tory might1 be searched in vain for a 
more remarkable example of the sudden 
development ot high and noble principles, 


<?g the result ef an unexpected elevation 
to a position ot tranoendant honor and 
responsibility than that furnished by Mr. 
Arthur's accession to the Presidency." 


In other words, tbe sj-oalled sudden 


aud remarkable change in Mr. Arthur's 
character, was something like the strange 
conversion ot Saul when on his way !o 
Damascus. But tbose who take this 
view ot Mr. Arthur's success in admin- 
istering the affairs of tho government 
evidently did not know or appreciate tbe 
man before his accession to the presi- 
dency.- Ho clearly saw the grave appre- 
hension that existed on almost all band 
regarding his illness for the great office. 
The people did not know him and theie- 
fore they doubted. 


Tbe great point to be considered in 


connection with this subject is this. Mr. 
Arthur was a man ot exceptionally fine 
executive ability. He wes also an ex- 
cellent scholar and withal was an accom- 
plished gentleman. His strong manhood 
and his genuine acodmpli&hinonb neyer 
forsook him. They! were hia compan- 
ions always. When the war broke out 
Mr. Arthur organized the volonteerforce 
of the state of New lork with a still that 
surprised old generals, and it is pni>l of 
him that did more fur the cause of the 
"Union by his rare skill in organizing tbe 
state troops tor active service iu tbe field, 
than Buy. general that went to the front 
from that state. 


Then, again, when he became collector 


of customs for the port of Now York, an 
office that handles nour a million dollars 
a day, Mr. Arthur still farther displayed 
bib, remarkable executive ability. It bus 
been said that under his administration 
the New York custom house was one nf 
the best conducted establishments of tbe 
kind in this country, «nd that even in 
Europe there was nothing to surpass it. 
So when the tragic death ot Garfield 
Ohoolced tho country, and Mr. Arthur 
was elevated to the highest office in tie 
world, he simply carried the same can' 


tion, wisdom and ability into the white 
house that he displayed as adjutant 
general ot New York and as collector ot 
customs. He manned himself for the 
duty, and he did it incomparably well. 
It ia said that in his own conscience be 
beard an authoritative oall when the 
death of Garfleld laid a mantle of black 
upon tho country, but if he did, it was 
just like biui tj obey it.

ply refuse to recognize him." 


His interlocutor 
further pressed him: 


"Then there will bo no trial or roport of 
committees ou ineligible members?" 


His answer was: "I think not. Tho i:ioligi- 


bles will simply bo nob recognized from tlio 
first. Neither Menghor not' Mock is entitled 
to a seat :f the constitution is of any force. 
Iu tlio senate no Republican can bo charged 
with ineligibitity. They can bo unseated 
after trial aud upon its being shown that 
they obtained seats by fraud. 
This will take 


time. Tho senator will bo elected ono wool; 
after the legislature moots." 


Another Rep'.iblicnn oC noto protests against 


the assertion that his party -will resort to 
revolutionary proceedings to socuro the sena- 
tor, 
He remarks, however, that "member: 


lacking constitutional requisites will proba- 
bly bo excluded from tho Republican house, 
and if tho Democratic scnato retaliates, t'jen 
whatever bad results follow will have to bo 
fathered by the Democrats." As tho consti- 
tution requires that a quorum of either 
branch must consistof two-thirdsof its mem- 
bers, either party will_ control enough votes 
to prevent tho other from reaching extreme 
measures.

WlLKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 27.—At 7:10 


o'clock Friday morning a tumble oiploLion 
of Cru-dnmp occurred at tbo Conynghurn 
shaft, ownisd and oporatod by the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal company, and located in 
tbo Socond ward of this city. Tho black 
breaker rises in tho coutor of a Gold off a 
main road which on Friday was covered 
with six Inches of snow. About fifty men 
had gono down into tho nxtno, and wore sit, 
ting iu groups about the bottom of tho shaft 
which is nearly 800 foot bolow tho surface, 
waiting lor orders to go to work. No work 
had boon dono Thursday on account ot 
Thanksgiving. 


While the minors woro engaged in genial 


chat about tho holiday tho thundering roport 
oi an explosion rang through tho dork corri- 
dors, and'in a second tho franticrnon hurried 
to the foot oC tho shaft, all anxiously peering 
up-vards. In loss time than it takes to tell It 
tho deadly gas flame circled around their 
heads, and agonizing screams rent the air. 
Many foil at otico in a heap, while otboi'S, 
less injured dropped on their knees and stuck 
thoir blistered heads Into the stream of water 
that ran along the gangway. 
Tho fact that 


tlio men wero in such close proximity U> thu 
bottom of the shaft, rendered thoir removal 
to the surface an expeditious matter. In 
two houi's all wore safoly taken up. 


Aa they camo up to tho surfaco t\vo or 


threo nt a" time, tho horror-slrickon crowds 
at the mouth of tlio shaft peered anxiously At 
tho faces of tho men. It- was impossible to 
recognize any of them at that time. In some 
instances tho skin hod boon ripped off iu 
mosses, leaving the purple flesh exposed, 
which in turn Tvas begrimed with coal dirt 
to on extent that inado tho facial disflguro- 
mont horrible to look at. As each man was 
liftod from Iho Ciigo a thick blanket \vus afi 
onco thrown completely over him, and ho 
was hurried away to ono o£ tho neighboring 
ofllcos. 
Subsequently all wore placed in 


waiting vehicles and taken to their rospectivo 
homes. All sort of conveyances woro sent to 
tho scene of the disaster. It was a cruel' 
sight to sco. Many of tho sufferers were 
passed into common cool carts and jolted 
ovor rickety roads and pavements. 


Tlio cause of tho explosion was as follows: 


A laborer namod Cornelius A. Boyle walked 
to a chamber across -which a little board was 
stuck with tho word "gas" on it. Ho either 
didn't soo this, or 'was careless. Any way, 
he went in with his open lamp, and this sot 
fire to the gas and caused the explosion. 


Firo bosses William Evans and William 


Williams, both Welshmen, wero taken out 
terribly buruod. 
Inside Foreman David 


McDonald -went down a!tor tho explosion and 
was overcome by uro-darnp. He -will re- 
cover.
